Way back when , I heard that Doug Hendricks had talked to a guy named 
Derry 
Spittle about a SSB rig. This was one of Doug's classic teasers. 


I was concerned that the artwork wouldn't be published, so 
I I looked up Derry's callsign, called information for B.C. and 
got Derry live. He sent me the whole artwork package before 
the QRPp was even published. 
Once I got it, Gary N2JGU turned out 2 sets of boards in a day!

I made lots of contacts with that rig, no box, a C clamp holding the 
air variable cap steady.... but finally I put it in a cardboard box and 
into a big Rubbermaid tub. 

Well I finally decided that it was time 
to dig that 
old rig out! I added a VFO and put it in the box shown. 
The box is a wrinkle finish electrical box ( no I don't have a source :-( 
) 

The VFO, Epiphyte, AMP, Speaker and 
and air variable cap all fit inside. 
For the microphone, I used a Glide dental floss box, with a green 
pushbutton for PTT.. 
Yes I happened to have a few green switches around from TiCK kits or 
something... :-). 
The plug for the front of the box is a telephone handset modular plug. I 
glued two angle brackets to it 
and mounted it on the front panel. The dial was made using a computer 
program, and clear contact paper. 
The dial pointer was made by hammering some #12 gauge wire flat, then 
wrapping it around the 
1:1 3/4 moon shaped part of the air variable cap, then soldering a pogo 
test point to that. 
It's removable, and works pretty slick. 
And yes, I'm actually making contacts! 
My 75 meter antenna isn't as good since lightning struck my 70 foot 
support tree, but not bad.

Hi Gangue, 


I finally got this KnightSMiTe together. The receiver is more than I 
had expected. It hears well and is rather immune to QRN, though some 
big "religious" stations seem to bleed through from AM at times. 


Problems are on transmit. All tests use 50 ohm load. Using the 9 volt 
battery (8.98 volts), keying the rig mutes the receiver but the crystal 
oscillator also dies (as witnessed by monitoring a nearby receiver tuned 
to 3.6864 MHz.) I get a very occasional blip out of it and once ina 
while a sustainable signal at about 150-200 mW. 


When powered by 12 volt (13.6 volt) supply the thing usually works and 
puts out about 250-350 mW and Q2 (the final) gets pretty hot. The 
receive gets even better than at 9 volts, but I get a hiss (at 12 volts) 
in the phones on key down. The hiss is loud enough to make a fairly 
useful sidetone.

Arnold, 

I'll assume that the keying circuit worked properly with the transmit 
section. So, if that is the case, and if the receiver works with R9 
bypassed, then it sure sounds like Q1 is bad. 


You said that you hear static when R9 is bypassed. Can you hear any 
signals? 


Also, if C24 is bad or has cold solder or a broken trace, I don't think 
Q1 will turn on. C24 charges up with input signal then turns Q1 on when 
the voltage comes up. If you have a volt meter, check to see that the 
voltage at the gate of Q1 comes up toward 7.5 volts. When you key up, it 
should drop to almost 0 volts. You can measure this right at the top of 
R8, assuming you put the part in like it is shown in Daves manual. 


So, if R9 bypassed makes the receiver work (look for a signal), first 
check the voltages on C24. If they look right (7.5 volts, 0 volts keyed 
up) then Q1 is probably bad. 


As for a substitute for Q1, I don't know. Obviously you would have to be 
concerned with the pinout. Any ideas out there???
